The sooner we do for men that 


need it, what she has done for men who, in 


their bachelorhood could with comparative 
ease do without it, the better will it be both 


for our ministers and churches. 


In some localities the provision of a par- 
sonage is necessary in order to secure a min- 


ister. 


We could name many a little church 


in Iowa that has been for long periods en- 
tirely destitute of the public means of grace, 
or what is next to that, been deprived of all 
the advantages of having a minister’s resi- 


dence among them, while: he has preached 
to them on the Sabbath, simply because no 
house could be obtained for his family. 
Ground has been lost in this way, which 
only a large expenditure “of missi 
funds, coupled with long years of toil could 
regain. In all such cases the sanctuary, as 

a home for the church, is, if anything, less 
indispensible than the parsonage, as a home 
for the minister. 

In the “absence ‘of a parsonage or other 
available dwelling, ministers are often con- 
stained ‘by ‘that necessity which knows no 
law, to’ provide houses for themselves at 


what proves to be a sad cost. They must 


live ip-order to preach, and if they are to 
live they must have a place to live in, and 
so they undertake to build, and in the ab- 
sence of money, make their own time, and 
labor, and skill, supply its place. Many a
